U. S. Weather Bdreau to Establish 
Stations to Study Weather 

\ Conditions ~ 
The United States weather tebeatt is 
co-operating ‘with the University of 


‘| Michigan in, a reconhaissante expedi- 


tion: to locate, sites for weather obser- 
vatoties on Greenland’s inland ice 
caps, it has just been annofinced by 
the departmefft of agriculture. 

_ Informatig 
obseryatories may throw much light 
on the formation of the severe storms 
which sweep the North Atlantic steam- 
ship lanes, it is stated, 

The full text of the department's 
statement follows: 

“Greenland’s icy mountains, famed 
in the century-old hymn, are in reality 
‘one immense flat ice-cap extending 
two miles.above séa level and spread 
over a base of rock surface for hun- 
dreds of miles. Except for the mar- 
gin along the coast, which is rough 
and broken liké other Arctic ice for- 
mations, this ice is, so far as known, 
so smooth that an aeroplane coula 
land on it almost anywhere without 
difficulty. It has been represented by 
some that ihe speckal contour of this 
ice-cap causes 
form above it to develop hurricane 
velocities, and that they are influential 
in carrying many of th esevere North 
Atlantic storms that take heavy toll 
of life and shipping.

Aanee in Novalwenil: Territories In- 
creased By 6,600. Square Miles 
The great aréa of natural buffalo 

range partly In the Northwest Terr!- 

torles and partly in Alberta, known as 

Wood Buffalo Park, has just been in- 

creased by the addition to its south- 

ern portion of 6,500 square miles. The 
park now extends 175 miles from north | 


west at its widest. point, with a total 
area of 17,000 square miles. 

Thig added area, it is stated, con- 
jtains some of the best buffalq graz- 
ing lands in the north. A number of | 
animals from the 1,634 shipped north 
in the summer of 1925 from Buffalo | 
National Park at Wainwright spent a 
portion of last winter in this locality, 
returning north’ to the main herd in 
the spring. . Thesé animals were not 
molested while outside the park 
boundaries, but as*the supervision of | 
the wardens ig\more complete when 
within. established limits it was 
thought adviseable to extend the park 
to take in this eminently suitable ter- 
ritory. 

Provision has been made in,thé park 
regulations to permit Treaty Indians, 
who hunted other game in that area 
in the past, a continuation of -that |

“Triumph For, Telephone 


‘Returns From Alberta’ Provincial 
Elections Handled By Phone 

For tbe first time in Canadian elec- 
tion history, all the results of the re- 
cent provincial election in Alberta 
were handled by telephone, instead of 
by telegraph. This result was a 
triumph for the Alberta Government 
ttelephone department. In less than 
three hours after the close of the polts 
the results in allof the 2,450 polls in 
the province, Including the north coun- 
try, were known, with the exception of | 
a féw fromthe most tsolated polls, the | 
first choices or elected candidates had 
been tabulated in every constituency. | 

Nearly 300 people in as many tele- 
phone exchanges in the provinces were | 
engaged in the work of collecting the | 
returns. One handred and eighty- | 
five thousand miles of, rural and long | 
distance wire carried the news, cover- | 
Ing the province with a vast network | 
of telephone communication. Special 
telephone compiling operators, were 
plac#in the daily newspaper ‘offices 
in Edmonton, Calgary and Lethbridge, 
five at Edmonton handling 26 ridings, 
four at Calgary handling 16 ridings and 
two at Lethbridge handling six -rid- | 
ings. The returns were lianded to 
|the npwspapers a& soon as received, | 
and conveyed over Canadian Press 
wires.

Reference 
is made to our growing prosperity, 
Hon, gentlemen opposite criticise this 
statement, bat let me refer to condi- 
tions: jn the year 1918 and 1914. Con- 
ditions later were not comparable be- 
cause of the war, but from 1921 on, 
I beliewe we can truly say that there 

has been growing prosperity. I would 
refer to the speech made during the 
budget debate of that year by the 
then Minister of Finance (Sir Henry 
Drayton,)~ I will just give his words 
as he outlined the, situation, reading 
from page 8121 of the Hansard, It 
suunds almost like “the whisper of 
death.” The hon, gentleman said: 
~We in Canada have a great task 

before us, The world is sadly out 
of tune; May we help in restoring 
harmony? ‘Trust and confidence 
are sadly lacking. Class interests 
are advanced with selfish insisten- 
ce. Unemployment is with us: 
Faith in our fellow men is weak- 
ened, Doubt of the future is of- 
ten Voiced. And what is the troub- 
le? The sun still shines—the riv- 
ers still sparkle—our lands are as 
great and frditful as ever—our re- 
sources just as vast.. 

That, Mr, Speaker, is a real pic- 
ture of conditions in 1921. The sun 
was shining, the rivers continued to 
flow and the lands were as fertile 
ond vast as ever. Everything was 
moving, exeept the Conservative par- 
ty and it was standing still, But 
what has happened since 19217 Read 
the reports of financial institutions 
financial papers, life insurance com- 
panies, and so on, and you will find 
that we are in prosperous times to- 
day, The Canadian Dollar is at par; 
stocks are buoyant; bonds are sought 
where they were not sought in 1921, 
a favourable balance has been grow- 
ing. I nvean by that that the exports 
each year have increased over the im- 
ports in steady graduations. But, 
Sir, if you.go back to the years 1911, 
1912 amd 1918, I say without hesita- 
tion and without fear of contradiction 
that during those years the trade bal- 
ennees against,Canada were the worst 
in the History of the Dominian, ‘You 
may search the records from confed- 
eration on and you will find that at 
no other time similar conditions pre- 
veiled, I will refer to these figures 
briefly, using ae my authority the re- 
ports of the Department of Customs 
and Excise. In, 1911 the total ex- 
ports were $297,196,365 the imports 
$461,951,318, and the adverse balance 
$164.000,000, in round figures. In 
1012 the total exports were $316,317,- 
250 and the imports $547,482,190, with 
an adverse balance of about $232 - 
000,000. In 1913 the exports amount- 
ed to $398,232,057, and the imports 
$675,517 045, with an adverse balance

The Speech from: the Throne also 
refers to the growth of agriculture 
and other basic industries,- — I find, 
&'r, that for the eight months ending 
November 25th of this year the ag- 
ricultural exports amounted to $51T,- 
117,000, or 60 per cent, of, the total 
exports of the Dominion: That is an 
impressive fact; it shows clearly 
where agriculture ‘stands in the econ- 
omic structure of our Dominion. This 
will be of interest to the hon, member 
for East Edmonton (Mr, Bury), I 
remember the hon. gentleman stati 
that he did not cere about the amount 
of exports, but wanted to know what 
they were made up of, If 60 per 
cent. of our exports is composed of 
agricultural products and animals and 
agricultural products, surely that 
should be a good answer; he cannot 
find fault with that, All groups in 
this House therefore must surely 
come to conclusion that agriculture 
is a dominant foree in our national 
progress, although to hear some Hon. 
members speak, one weuld ‘hardly 
think so, 


Two hon. members havVe referred 


vo the price of agricultural implem- 
ents, and one compared prices in 1918 
with those of 1926. Surely this is 
rot fair reasoning. I do not need to 
argue the point. One hon. gentleman 
said that when you lowered the duty 
the price went up, Then I suppose 
if we lowered it further prices would 
go still higher. 

Our manufactures and related in- 
custries have experienced a develop- 
ment not equalled in many years, as 
I am glad to note from the reports 
If I could omy make hon. gentlemen 
in all groups see that when the west 
is economically sound the east is in- 
dustrially busy, I should have accom 
plished one thing, Tell us the num- 
ber of bushels of grain that western 
Canada will produce, and the price 
per bushel and we can predict with 
approximate accuracy just how much 
goods will be produced and sold in 
eastern Canada as a consequence, I 
have no quarrel with the manufact- 
urers, but I do wish they could see 
that as west develops so will east 
prosper; and it should be the duty of 
everyone to help the west get into its 
stride) What are the conditions out 
in the west? Go into the homes and 
you will find they have not all the

In 1921 the 
steck of the Canadian National rail- 
way was worthless, but ‘to-day that 
road is one of the greatest eaitwewr 
systems on this continent, In the 
part of the country where I live w 
we have more than a sentimental in- 
terest in the Canadian National Rail- 
way. That part of Alberta north of 
Red Deer could not exist as it does at 
the present time were it not forthe 
Canadian National Railway, We 
could not -without it have the large 

number of towns west of n 
all along the line, Although we have 
deficits on the road, we must remem- 
ber the service it is rendering. 

I am glad also to note” that ‘the 
Hudson Bay railway will be complet- 
ed, It is partly constructed now and 
should be finished, It wilt help devels 
op that part of the country and be a 
hebp to the grain and cattle trade. 

The Peace River country shopld al- 
so have an outlet. At present they 
have to bring their grain to Edmonton 
and when it gets there it is just about 
és far from its natural 
when it left, An outlet should be 
provided to the Pacific Coast, I 
would also like to see the Lacombe 
und Northwestern railway completed, 
and one of the large railway systems 
take it over. 

I am glad to note that there has 
been a considerable neduction in ex- 
penditure and in taxation, and that 
there are to be further reductions. I 
believe in reductions in expenditure, 
but sometimes reductions are not ec- 
onomic; sometimes if carried too far 
The country de- 
mands services, I am going to ask 
for greater expenditure in my constit- 
uency of Wetaskiwin.

are agriculturists,. who come from 
foreign countries where they lived a 
rural life, will be satisfied if they 
find that the land in Canada will pro. 
duce more than the land they left, and 
they will stay in the country, But 
the man who knows nothing about ag- 
ricultare will fail. The farmers here 
may say, ““Why should you bring ag- 
ticultuxists to this country to com- 
pete with us?” But if an agricultur. 
ist comes here he is working in Can- 
ada and he is competing with other 
countries and not with Canada, Let 
come here and work on the land 
rather than work on the soil in some 
foreign . country. We have settle. 
ments in different. parts of my riding 
where people who were agriculturists 
and took an interest in their work 
| made as s, but those who were 
not agriculturists were not successful 
and did. not stay with it. All che 
farmer asks on the land is an’ even 
chance, He asks for no tariff wali 
to be put on him, and he’ asks no 
drawbacks. He says, “I will com- 
pete with the world.”That is the kina 
of agriculturist we want, We want 
the man who will say, “I can raze 
grain and I ask that that no tariff 
wall he put against me, Do not over- 
tax me; give us a chance in the worlds
